Claim 2 stands rejected under 35 II.S.C. § 1 03(a) as unpatentable over Margulis, Hsu and 
Haartsen, and further in view of l^orier. 'Iliis rejection, insofar as it is applicable to these claims, is 
respectfully traversed, l-orler wa,s cited to show a viewer blocking system that pemiits access to a 
channel or mainlains the channel as unblocked, as described in column 6. I^'orler liiils to show or 
suggest commiimcation betw'een a base device and a wireless temnnal wherein the wireless 
terminal .switches the iraiismission channels (i) eveiy cycle corresponding to not less thrni a 
period during xvhlch the base device selects eac h one of the plurality of transmission channels, 
and (ii) every cycle corresponding to a period during which the base de\dce selects eac h one of 
the plurality of transmission channels and which only corresponds to time in which tise wireless 
terrninal. mairstalns one of the tTansmi,ssion channels, and therefore feils to remedy the defect.s of 
MiHgulis, l-fsu and ]-l?iari.sen, discussed above. Reconsideration and witlidrawal of tliis i-ejection are 
respectfully reqnestsd.
